FAR NORTH. 


E. Nagle and Peter Luted, traders for R. 
Secord, arrived yesterday from the north by 
way of Lac la Biche and the Athabasca 
Landing. Mr. Luted is from Chipewyan on 
Lake Athabasca and Mr. Nagle from Ft. 
Resolution on Great Slave lake. Ft. Resolu- 
tion is about 600 miles north of Edmonton. 
Mr. Nagle is about 33 days out from Resolu- 
tion and 18 from Chipewyan, 400 miles 
north. Mr. Nagle brought a letter from 
Jas. Hislop, who is trading for Mr. Secord 
at Willow river on the northern arm of 
Great Slave lake, a short distance from Ft. 
Rae, which is about 200 miles north of 
Resolution. Mr. Hislop’s letter says the 
weather has been fine all winter, the lowest 
thermometer at Ft. Rae being 43 below. 
The letter was dated from Ft. Resolution 
on Jan. 23rd, Mr. Hislop being then at 
esolution on a Visit. In mentioning his 
trip across Great Slave lake he says that the 
night before reaching Resolution they missed 
the island upon which they had intended to 
camp, owing to the weather being cold and 
storiny, and were compelled to camp on the 
open ice. He says they were not bothered 
by flies. One brigade of Indians left Ft. 
Rae early in the winter on a musk ox hunt 
and only got one musk ox. Another hunt 
would be made after Easter, which would 
likely be more successful. The Dog Rib 
Indians who trade at Ft. Rae are very 
much affected with scrofala. 
> 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 


Constable George Pendleton, of G Divis- 
ion, mounted poiice, Fort Saskatchewan, 
was crushed to death by a mass of frozen 
earth on Friday evening. The deceased and 
Constable Lamb had recently acquired a 
couple of horses and were engaged in making 
an excavation in the bank of the river about 
a mile below the barracks, where they pro- 
posed to erect a stable. Both were working 
im the excavation and had underiined the 
layer of frozen soil at the surface consider- 
ably. A large mass of this suddenly fell 
and struck Lamb as he was making his 
escape. Pendleton, who was furthest in, 
was caught and crushed by the mass as it 
fell. Assistance arrived from the barracks 
within a very few minutes, and with the 
combined strength of a number of men the 
mass ol earth was lifted off Pendleton. He 
was still living but unconscious his skull 
having been broken, and he died ina few 
minutes. Thefuneral took place to-day at 
2 o'clock from the police barracks, Edmon- 
ton, to the Edmonton cemetery, with 
military honors. The deceased came from 
sone place near Toronto and had been about 
four years in the force. His age was about 
30 years and he was unmarried.
